The call for thin meeting, wliich 
had been published in the Society 
News of March, 1917, tho Western 
Pennsylvanian, and the Deaf

Prayer by ttev. C. O. Dantzer, 
Pastor of All Souls' Church for the 
Deaf. 

Rev. C. 0, Dantzer made the fol- 
lowing address of welcome : 

"Custom Beems to require that 
on occasions like I his, an address 
of welcome should be read. The 
0O8tom, I suppose, had its origiu in 
the middle ages, when honored 
guests of the walled cities were 
ceremoniously presented wilh the 
keys of tho city by the burghers. 
The presentation was naturally ao- 
eouiplished with a formal ipeeoh. 
Modem custom has done away with 
the symbolical keys, but the kojs 
to the hearths of the hosts are now 
Opened to the gueetifl with words of 
greeting, setting forth the welcome. 

" As pastor of ihis church, it is 
my pleasant duty to welcome you 
here. Hut. it will not be necessary 
for mo to say more than that this is 
yoiu home. It was built expressly 
for you. It Is as much yours as it 
is ours, it, is intended for ALL THE 
DEAF — 'All Souls' among the 
deaf. It is not intended primarily 
for the deaf of the Episcopal faith, 
but for the deaf of whatever faith. 
So I say to you, make yourselves at 
home, for this it your lymio. If 
there is any thing thai you want, 
that can reasonably be filled, ask 
for It. 

" Trusting that your deliberations 
will be pleaHant, I wish you GrOd 
speed." 

A. R. Montgomery, Esq., Vice- 

president of the Pennsylvania In- 
stitution for the Deaf and Dumb, 
made a short but interesting ad- 
dress. 

Mr. Samuel S. Haas, of Hhumn- 
kin, made an appropriate response 
to the address of welcome. 

Mr. John A. Roach, Vice Pratt 
dent of the Society in the chair. 

President Itchier made Ihe fol- 
lowing annual address: -

your attendance at this the thirty-first 
meeting of the Society, aim I f>rl aure Hint 
than »re many other member!* living st a 
distance wlio wish to slime in it* delibera- 
tions and pleasures, tint who nie prevented 
from doing so by the unusual condition! 
prevailing, 

The purpose of this meeting is to trans- 
act only such huaiueaa as the Charter pre- 
scribe* shall be transacted annually. Thus 
the Hoard of Managers endeavors to comply 
with the wish of the Society, expressed Ir- 
resolutions at Hip previous meeting, to ar- 
rsnge s Convention hiennislly and a bust- 
meeting every other year, at its dis- 
cretion. 

We welcome the change, because It is a 
saving of both timeaml money to such of us 
who attend ths meetings more regularly. 
However, the change is at best only an 
experiment, its ooaunuaaoa twiug left Is 
the judgment of the Board of Managers. 
If, after a reasonable probationary period 

has passed, the experiment proves unsatis- 
factoiy, we may return to the "old lieaten 
path." We are aware that there are one or 

more elements in the short meeting pro* 

position Dint fail to satisfy, particulnily tbe 
election Of managers mid ollicers ; hut it 
may not he Impracticable to devise s way 
that will greatly lessen possible dissatisfac- 
tion, either liy amending the Ily-Laws so 
as to provide for continuing in office all 
officers whose term expires at an alternate 
■feoff meeting like thisone.or by establish' 
big a precedent allowing ollicers to tin 
themselves at such a meeting and lillini; 
only vacant offices, It Is a niattei wliirli 
the committee on Revision ,,f the Ity I,aws 
should give careful study. One thing 
seems clear to us, and that is, if the altn 
meetings aftei Conventions piove to 
nly local affairs, as appears likely, a 
limitation should lie placed on the busi- 
uess that may lie liansacted the same ss st 
s special meeting, so as to obviate the pos- 



sibility of the minority ruling the major- 
ity in important matters and causing dis- 
sension in the ranks by their action. 

Owing to the experiment we are now 
making by this meeting, it is very impor- 
tant to see to it that there will be no great 
falling off in m e m be rship of Hie Society. 
This is apt to happen now, unless the officers 
may depend upon your co-operation to 
prevent it. Our deaf brethren are scatter- 
ed all over the State, some being difficult 
to reach, and some, though easily ap- 
proachable, are never asked to join our 
ranks, because of indifference or thought- 
lessness on your part. If you have not 
thought so, let us tell yon now that we de- 
sire your help in recruiting members, and 
to speak a good word for Hie Society every- 
where and at all times. We also respect- 
fully request that the various Local Branch- 
es give this subject the important attention 
due it. 

In the report of the Board of Managers 
you will find a detailed account of the condi- 
tion of membership in the Society during 
the past year, wliich we need not repeat 
here. There are other interesting figures 
concerning the work of the Society since 
the last meeting in the same report, which 
we shall also forego repeating in this ad- 
dress. Let us ask you to look over the re- 
port carefully when you get a copy. 

A perusal of the reports of the retiring 
and succeeding treasurers which, together, 
cover a full twelve-month (May ist, 1916, 
to September 30th, 1916, and October ist, 
1916, to April 30th, 1917), shows the past 
year to have been one of the most prosper- 
ous in the history of the Society. The com- 
bined receipts of the two treasurers, exclu- 
sive of the balances from previous reports, 
amounted to a grand total of (2,301.63. In 
thia aunt ia included the principal and in- 
terest of the Mary H. Rocap legacy, 
amounting to $548.40, and the collection of 
the Thirty-fifth Anniversary Special Fund, 
(927.49. Let us congratulate you ou the 
signal success of the anniversary fund. It 
not only shows that the anniversary cele- 
bration was worth while, but also speaks 
eloquently of your efforts to enhance the 
usefulness of the Society, and of vour 
loyalty to it. All praise to you anil the 
friends who helped the fund ! " 

To the Thirtieth or Anniversary meeting 
must be credited other gaina. The mem- 
bership account was (211.50; the proceeds 
from reception and sports, ((12.01 ; and a 
surplus over expenses of (275.00, received 
from hoard at the Mt. Airy Institution, 
was generously turned over to the Home 
Fund by the Board of Directora of the In- 
stitution. At the Home in Doylestown 
some more was made by a supper provided 
by the Ladies' Committee. 

The combined receipts of the Local 
■tranches of the Society for the year end- 
ing April 30th, 1917, was (724.52. This la 
a very good showing, indeed. It is the 
best gauge of the value of the Branches to 
the Society, and atill they have been very 
helpful In other ways. We appreciate very 
much the work of these Local Branches 
and hope that more will be established lie- 
fore long. 

The bill report of the Board of Trustees 
of the Home 101 the Aged and Infirm Deaf 
nt Doylestown, l*a., will tie piesented to 
you, so it will be unnecessary for us to 
quote from or comment upon it. 

Our Special Committee 011 the matter of 
petitioning the Legislature for County aid, 
similar to the OnM plan, has apparently 
been successful in obtaining Hie end desir- 
ed, for, according to the newspapers, 
among the hills signed by our Governor 
last May was one designated, " Authoriz- 
ing Directors of the Poor to make con- 
ducts for care and maintenance of indigent 
deaf and dumb persons under supervision 
of the Stale Hoard of Charities," This is 
gratifying news from an outside source. 
We await the rejiort of OUT .Special Com- 
mittee for the full facts in the matter. 

We humbly ndmit that the lloaid of 
Managers may not have accomplished all 
that it should have done ; but, considering 
all things, we think it has done well. 

In < inclusion, we need not triuind you 
that our country is now at war with one of 
the most powetful nations on earth. But 
we have so far got only a glimpse of the 
military preparations here and there, and 
we hear more than we see of all that is 
going on. Though there is an entire ab- 
sence of havoc on our land since the war 
liegan, yet no one can foretell what the 
morrow may bring. Therefore it behooves 
us to exercise the greatest care during 
these serious times. Bspeclslly should we 
show our loyalty to the Government in nil 
ways possible. Deaf people nre exempted 
from military services, but that does not 
mean that nothing is expected of them. 
Many healing persons are also exempted 
for cause, mid many others will not lie 
drafted because of age, but all alike will be 

expected t ndai patriotic service when 

the opportunity oilers. The same is ex- 
pected of deaf persons, and the present 
generation of the deaf may never find 
better opportunities to display their woitb 
as citizens than during this war. So watch 
your oppoitiinily I Above all, obey those 
in authority — from the President down to 
the humble sentinel, who may challenge 
at a bridge or some prohibited /.one, 
for your very aafety. 

On motion Of Mr. W. L Davis, 
properly seconded by Mr. K. R.

" Wii.ijamsport, Pa., Aug. 30, 
1917 — As Chairman of the Coin 
mittee to investigate Labor Laws 
that affect the deaf, I beg to teport 
that, in view of the many grave and 
more serious matters that confront 
the whole nation, the Committee 
has found it advisable to wait for 
a more favorable time to take Mine 
aclion regarding the labor problems 
that affect the deaf. However, we 
have been doing all we possibly 
could to see that Hie deaf have not 
been discriminated against, and we 
fee] justified in saying that the 

majority of employers have been 

glad t0 employ deaf-mutes. There 

may be a few exception!, but it is 

when the firms carry their own in- 
surance, and are exempt from the 
provisions of the ( 'ompensation Act 
of Ihe Stale. 

" I am submitting for, record my 
correspondence with Mr. Harry A. 

Mae.key, Chairman of the Working- 
men'! Compensation Hoard.

foi deaf and dumb persons, 
and providing for the cost of 
such care and maintenance 

SECTION 1. Be it enacted by 
th! Senate and House of Re- 
preeeotattvei of the Common- 
wealth of Pennsylvania in 
General Assembly met. and it 
it is hereby enacted by the 
authority Of th! same, that the 

Overseen and Director! of the 

POOI of any poor district, exist- 
ing under the laws oT the Stat! 

of Pennsylvania, and maintain' 

ing an almshouse for the indi- 
gent poor, may enter into a 

contiact with any Incorporated 
association, organized for tho 



purpose of providing a home 
for deaf and dumb persons, and 
being situated within the 
boundaries of the State of 
Pennsylvania, for the care and 
maintenance at such home of 
any deaf and dumb, who may 
be an inmate of the almshouse 
of any poor district, or who 
may, under the laws of Penn- 
sylvania, be entitled theteto. 

■ Sec. 2. The contract, ashere- 
intofore provided, shall be en- 
tered Into by the several poor 
districts, ou their own motion, 
with such qualified home as 
they may select, provided, how- 
ever, that the State Hoard of 
Charities, or its authorized 
agents, shall in its discretion, 
direct any poor district to re- 
move any deaf and dumb in- 
mate of an almshouse to the 
home of an incorporated as- 
sociation qualified under this 
act. And when such Temoval 
is so ordered, the contract for 
maintenance, aud the removal 
of the inmate to such home shall 
be made and carried out by the 
Overseers or Directors of the 
poor district, or in the event of 
its failure to comply with such 
direction, the said contract aud 
the removal of such inmate 
may be made and carried out 
by the State Hoard of Charities, 
or its authorized agents. 

Sec. 3. Whenever a contract 
for such care and maintenance 

is made, whether by any poor 
district, or by the State Hoard 
of Charities for any poor dis- 
trict, the said poor distriot 
shall, during the period such 
person may remain iu said 
home, pay to such incorporated 
association annually a sum 
equal to tho per capita cost of 
maintaining inmates in the 
almshouse of such poor district, 
and all such costs for mainten- 
ance shall be collectible by 
process of existing lars. 

Sec. 4. This act shall lake 
effect and be in force from and 
after the date of its passage. 

The Committee 00 ltesolutions, 
through its Chairman, Mr. S. S. 
Hans, reported the following reso- 
lutions, which were adopted :

Residved, That we deeply appreciate the 
work accomplished by th d Com- 

mittee appointed to petition the Legisla- 
ture for County aid similar to the Ohio 
plan, Rev. F. C. Smielau, Chairman, in 
particular, in obtaining the enactment by 
the Legislature of an Act, which will en- 
able Uie Trustees of the Home to obtain 
aid from the County from which an in- 
mate is admitted, when such aid is desired. 

Resolved, That the Secretary be instruct- 
ed to write letters of appreciation, signed 
by the President, to R. Fleming Allen, 
Bsq., of Williamspoit, who prepared the 
bill for County aid, and to Hon. C. W. 
Sottas, of Williamsport, who presented the 
said bill in the Legislature, and was great- 
ly instrumental in its passage. 

Resolved. That the thanks] of the So 
date be tendered to Rev. C. O, Daataar, 
Pastor of All Souls' Church of the Heaf, 
for the gratuitous use of the Parish Hall 
U> hold 0111 meetings. 

Resolved, That the thanks of the Society 
be tendered to the Ladles Committee of the 
Pennsylvania Institution tortile Deaf and 
Dumb, for the deep interest they continue 
to show in the welfare of the Home, by 
ttt pportl ns three inmates and lending their 
assistance otherwise. 

Resolved, That we express our apprecia- 
tion and thanks to R. A. Montgomery, 
Esq., Vice-President of the Pennsylvania 
Institution foi the Deaf and Dumb, for his 
warm address aud continued interest in 
our Society. 

/red, That we tender our thanks to 
the retiring Managers of the Society for 
faithful services rendered during their re- 
spective terms of office. 

Resolved, That we express our thanks to 
Prof. A. C Manning, for kindly acting as 
inteipreter at our meetings. 

Resolved, That we make grateful ac- 
knowledgment of the great aaaistance 
rendered by the Board of Managers of the 
Society, the Boanl of Trustees ofthe Home, 
and the various Local Brauchea of the So- 
ciety. 

In October of this year, Dr. A. L. K. 
Crouter will have completed fifty years of 
continuous service in the education of the 
deaf, anil having always proven to be their 
benefactoi and friend ami envineed a keen 
interest in our Society and Home ; there- 
fore, be it

A wkithr in the New York Times 
wants to do away with the number 
ed regiments and substitute char 
acteristic names for the bodies of 
fighting men that are being con 
scripted or have already gone to the 
scenes of war. This for the purpose 
of stimulating pride and enthusiasm. 

The same writer suggests the de- 
velopment of specialized fighting to 
grade the army all the way down to 
"shock units," and says,tbat men 
up to sixty year,s are entirely com- 
petent for garrison duty and guard- 
ing the lines of communication. 
They also could relieve younger 
men in such duties as guarding 
railroads, watching prisoners, etc. 

Referring to the deaf, the writer 
proposes "an organization of the 
able-bodied deaf, such as has already 
been formed in the armies of Eng- 
land, Russia, and Germany. Deaf 
men ought to make good gunners. 
They have no hearing to lose and 
could stand the constant din of 
bombardment with less nervous 
strain, taking their orders by 
signals. They could work, too, in 
the ambulance corps, the hospitals, 
and the army kitchens, and thus 
release men with full powers for the 
firing line."

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UNABLE TO ENLIST, THEY ARE SEND 
AMBULANCES TO FPANCE— 
GALLAUDET BOY DRIVER. 

Headed by Wasbingtoniaus, the 
deaf of the coautry, wishing to do 
their "bit," and not being able to 
enlist, have collected nearly $\000 
to send three ambnlanceM to France, 
and already have sent the first urn 
bulance. The car is driven by 
John K. Cloud, who attended tbe 
normal class at Gallaudet College 
last year, where he was widely 
known for his ability on the Gal- 
•t foot ball and basket ball 
team*. 

How the ship on which he went to 
France was attacked by submarine, 
one of which was believed sunk, to- 
gether with other interesting details 
I trip, are contained in letters 
received from Mr. Cloud by friends 
in this city and here published foi 
the first time. 

It is declared especially fitting 
that tbe deaf have sent ambulances 
to France, since the manual Ian 
guage of the deaf originally came 
from France. The ambulance now 
being driven by Mr. Cloud is named 
after t.tie Abbe de I'Ept.e, who origi- 
nated tbe manual language. 

STARTED AT GALLAUDET. 

The movement to send an ambu- 
lance to France was started at Gal 
laudet College by Miss Sarah Porter, 
an instructor. The driver of the 
first ambulance is not deaf, but is 
the son of deaf parents. His father 
is Dr. James H. Clond of St. Louis. 
Both his father and mother were 
students at Gallaudet. 

The ambulance committee, which 
has raised nearly $3,000 among the 
deaf people of tbe United States, 
and will send two more ambulances 
to France shortly, is compos*"! ol 
Dr. Percival Hall, treasurer ; II. I) 
Drake, V. II. Hugh's and R. J 
Stewart. Dr. Hall is president of 
Gallaudet College, Mr. Drake and 
Mr. Hughe* are instructors at the 
college, and Mr. Stewart is a clerk 
in the Census Bureau. The last 
three members of the committee 
are deaf. 

MR. CLOUD'S LETTERS. 

The first letter from Mr. Cloud, 
dated June 9, at sea, is as follows: 

" To day is Thursday and the 
fifth day out. I had no idea this 
pood was s.j large. We are slight- 
ly more than half way across; land 
at Bordeaux Monday. 

"The first morning out I was 
awakened and on deck (half dressed) 
with a life saver, all in about half a 
minute. Was awakened by shouts, 
running feet and a report. 1 
jumped np and looked out of inj 
porthole and saw one of our boats 
being lowered into the water. 
That was the cue for me to slip on 
something and beat it up on deck 
It was awfully fogey and our fog 
whistle was blown every minute oi 
so. I met about everybody else OD 
deck carrying life belts and all 
greatly excited. The boat had 
, ped, but we could not find out 
what tbe trouble was. In ab..ut 
half an hour the boat relnrn»d to 
the ship and was pulled back on 
board. The story came out then. 
I learned we had run down a nuul 
fishing skiff with one man in it I 
suppose be was drowned. The 
report which I bad heard was caused 
by the throwing of a life saver to 
the man and which had a bomb at-

" Friday : Nothing new or excit- 
ing except perhaps that I have not 
at> yet been seasick. 

" Saturday: Last night a bunch 
of fellows went back to the second- 
class cabins to talk to some French 
soldiers. They had been wounded 
and were on their way back to 
fight. There were seven of them 
altogether. 

" We got them to talking (they 
speak and understand English very 
well) and they told us of many of 
the exciting and thrilling experi- 
ences they had met with. One was 
a corporal and had part of his leg 
blown off. He whs very talkative 
and told us some stories which I'll 
never forget. 

"After a while we sang for them 
and they sang for us. They sang 
solos and recited dramatic French 
stories — they certainly were a fine 
lot of men. They sang the French 
national anthem, ' Marseillaise' and 
we came back with our 'Star 
Spangled Banner.' They gave us a 
cheer with ' Vive l'Amerique!' and 
we gave them nine ' Rahs!' with 
'Vive la France!' Altogether we 
had a mighty fine time. 

" This certainly has been a won- 
derful trip. The weather grand— 
the food wonderful. 

Interrupted by Shot. 

" Sunday: 
i " Wow! It was exactly 3:15 PM., 
when I stopped writtiug this letter. 
I was interrupted by a shot from 
our big bow gun. Of course, 
everybody looked out to sea — and 
there was a submarine — an honest 
to-goodness submarine. I had my 
life belt on deck, so I stayed and 
watched the fight. The bow gun 
shot twice And the tail gun shot 
three times — the submarine disap- 
peared. It was nearly 2,500 yards 
directly opposite when we began 
firing, although we saw it for five 
minutes before tbe first shot was 
Brad. The periscope looked like 
a stovepipe and was very easy to 
see. Some excitement, eb ? Very 
few of us slept in our cabins last 
night. We took blankets, sweat- 
ers, etc , and slept on deck near 
our lifeboats. Right now we are 
in a more dangerous position than 
we were yesterday. One more day 
and we make land. I do not think 
I'll cross again until the war is over. 
The shell of the last shot we fired 
was sold at auction for $25. It is 
hard to get anything out of these 
French officers, but most of ua feel 
the submarine was sunk." 
How his suspicion was probably 
verified is revealed in Mr. Cloud's 
next letter, dated June 20, written 
from the American Red Cross Am- 
bulance in Paris. The letter foi 
lows: 

" Wonderful, wonderful ! This is 
certainly a beautiful place. I never 
dreamed that Paris was so pretty. 
An American who has been here 
for a number of years told me it had 
run down somewhat since the war, 
but one would never notice it. The 
women are practically in charge of 
iy — they run the cars, subway, 
smash baggage, keep shop, sell pa- 
pers, and about everything else a 
man formerly did. Every man that 
is able to be at the front is there. 

" I have been In Paris now ex- 
actly one week. Have been very 
busy getting my uniform and other 
necessities together. Have spent 
all my spare time la visiting the 
historical places, such as the arch 
of triumph, Eiffel tower, Egyptian 
needle, public buildings and parks. 
One could spend a long time here 
just looking around the place. 

"I called at the home of Hem i 

Gaillard yesterday, but no one was

" Bordeaux is just about as well 
known for its wine as St. Louis is 
for its beer. Wine shops every- 
where. They have tables and 
chairs out on the sidewalks. 

" Saw many wonn led men in 
Bordeaux. There must be a h 
pital nearby. The large number of 
women la mourning is very not. 
able. Very sad. Many seem so 
young and they are pretty, too. 

Ordered to Training Camp. 

" I received orders this morning 
to be ready to depart for the train 
ing camp at Sandricourt next Wed 
v morning. We will be in 
training for two or possibly three 
weeks and will then go to the front. 
Of course, we are all vwy anxious 
ire baas, trying to get

I want to get somewhere where there 
is something to do. I hope they 
won't send me some place where 
they only fight once a week or so. 
I am going to volunteer for every 
fluty that I can, regardless of the 
dangers. Of couise I'll be careful, 

but accidents must happen. News 
reached headquarters thin morning 
of the injury, by shell burst, of 
other Dartmouth student. His 
name is Osborne, and he is from 
Montclair, N. J. 

" The Du font I'owder Company 
has established a restaurant I 
the railroad from which the French 
soldh-rs depart and arrive from the 
front. A meal can be had t! 
for a vt-ry small sum. The society 
ladies of France work here. T! 
are some American girls interested 
also. I went down there the other 
day with two other young men Jo 
volunteer for any work at all. 
They put me to cutting bread and 

at. One of my friends bad to 



wash glasses and the other one 
stiung beans and hulled peas. We 
were introduced to some of the 
young French ladies and, of course, 
had a dandy time. I can't speak 
French very well, but I got along all 
right. Many of them can speak 
English. 

"I have been awakened every 
morning by the humming of aero- 
planes. In fact, they are so com- 
mon now that we don't even take 
the trouble to look at them. They 
fly in groups all day long over Paris. 

" We will not get our uniforms 
until Saturday. Hardly a day pass- 
es, but what some secret service 
men stop us and ask to see our pass- 
ports. We wear the Red Cross but- 
tons, but that is not enough. Tbey 
have stopped several of the boys in 
uniform also. 

" Gen. Pershing is here with his 
staff. He creates about as much 
excitement when he appears as did 
Joffre while in America. The 
French love America. They treat 
us dandy— think we are about the 
best people on earth. 

Two Meatless Days. 

" We get no meat at this hotel on 
Mondays or Thursdays. No candy 
can be bought on those days, lint 
ter and milk only once a day — in 
the morning. I never thought I 
could do without my gallon (or two, 
is it?) of milk a meal, but I have 
suffered none since doing without 
We eat war bread and I like it real 
well. It is very good. 

"One would think I knew 
French. I get along pretty well. 
Have been taking lessons at Y. M. 
0. A. for a week. The Y. M. C. 
A. has a branch here and is doing 
great work. 

"When we landed at Bordeaux 
tbe customs officials told us the 
truth about the "argument" (?) we 
had with the submarines. Our 
captain wirelessed the facts ahead 
and a convoy came and met us. In 
short, we were attacked by two sub- 
marines — I ouly saw one; the other 
was too far away to do any damage. 
We shot five shoots, and after 
the fifth a little yellow smoke, a 
large white spot, and no more perls- 
cope. However, the sub shot two 
torpedoes at us before going below — 
one missed our stern by only thirty- 
feet. I watched the periscope all 
the way until we hit it and never 
felt scared at all. Somehow, I felt 
that we would get it. It was 2,500 
yards away, but looked only 100 
yards. I know 100 yards is pretty 
far, because I've tried to run it in 
many a foot ball game, but 2,500 
is a little farther. Distance on the 
water is very deceiving anyway. 
After we sunk the submarine the 
other one ducked and was never 
seen again. Three hours later a 
French freighter was sunk in nearly 
the same place. The crew and a 
few passengers put off in life boats 
and then the sub came to the sur- 
face and shelled the life boats and 
185 were killed. What do you 
think of that for warfare? When 
they told us this we all nearly took 
sick on the spot. Even had we suc- 
ceeded in getting into the life boats 
we would have had to duck cannon 
balls, so what chance did we have ? 
1 don't fancy these "arguments" 
very much. 

" We are staying at the Hotel de 
Palais, between the Eiffel Tower 
and the Place de la Concorde. A 
verv fine hotel. 

"'The French liner Chicago left 
New York on the 1 Oth. It is a slow- 
er boat, than the Espagno and will 
not get into port until Wednesday 
— that is, if it la in getting 

by the subs. I do hope there will 
be a bunch of letters for an 
Letters are certainly at a premium 
here. I am going to number mine 
so you will know if one goes down. 
This is No. 2. No. 1 was mailed 
on the boat. 

" It is just alwut time to eat — yon 
know bow I always appear when 
that time comes around — so I hope 
you'll excuse me." 

HARD WORK IN CAMP. 

Under date of July 'J Mr. Cloud 
wrote: 

" I don't remember when I wrote 
to you last; it must, have been ten 
days ago. Have just returned to 
Paris from the training camp of the 
American Red Cross at Sandricourt, 
Oise. We were there ten days and 
worked hard. Seven of the boys 
were fired foi complaining and 'in- 
subordination.' The French waul 
no kickers, and I don't blame them. 
Most of us came over here to suffer 
hardships and that's what we got, at 
Sandricourt. We received 'ordiede 
movement' yesterday afternoon and 
had to leave this morning. Very 
short notice, but we didn't mind, 
ause we were going to Paris. 
We understand that we shall be 
lays, and then go to the 
front. We are hoping that we will 
not leave until after next Saturday, 
July 14, the great French holiday. 

"It is exactly one month today 
that I sailed from New York. I 
have only received one or two 
letters. No ships have been sunk, 
so v. I any one to write. It 

don't feel very good to see all the 
rest of the company get, letters and 
me none 

"The training camp at Sandri 
court, where I spent the past ten 
days, is just on the edge of the war 
zone. The cannoning Is veiy audi 
ble. I would like to tell you about 
the things I saw, hot it is absolutely 
forbidden. We have been in- 

tructed to that effect. If that order 



is disobeyed it might lead to serious 
trouble with the French authorities. 

"I was talking to a Frenchman 
yesterday, and he said he thought 
the war would end in six months; 
many have said this. I hope it does. 

"Tbe section that was sent out 
before us went to Saloniki, Greece. 
Heavens! I hope we don't go there oi 
that far from home. I am just about 
8,999 miles too far away now. It 
feels strange when I realize that I 
cannot go 'home' even in oue or two 
days' time. I thought Washington, 
D. C, was far, but it is only a 
stone's throw compared to being 
here (and wheie I might be within 
the next three or four days)." — 
Washington Star, August 20.

evening, August :iist, 1917, and 

on Saturday evening, September 
1st, has passed into history. Both 
sessions were very well attended, 
and while largely local in character 
there were quite a number of mem 
bers present from out-of-town. The 
object of the meeting was chiefly to 
meet the requirements of the Char- 
ter, consequently little other 

business was attempted. Another 

writer has reported the proceedings 
for the Journal, so we Bead not tio 
more than add a few comments on 
the meeting. In Ihe first place, its 
su KSCSS was such as to give very 
general satisfaction, and, if the 
same degree of success can be 
maintained at future alternate 
meetings, that is, those held be- 
tween conventions like this one, the 
practice may well be continued. 
But, if that be so, it appears 
Advisable that no more business 
should be transacted at these meet 
ings than is necessary or that re- 
quires immediate attention, as was 
done at the recent mooting. The 
reason foi this is obvious, for no- 
thing will give quicker cause for 
dissension among non-attending 
members than an attempt to 
dominate them by a meeting that is 
overwhelmingly local in character. 
To be sure, the local members at a 

meeting have as mnoh right to a 

voice in its business as the distant 
ones, but it is not fair to give the 
one more advantages than the 
other. Phe aim should l.e to 

<<|ualiy.'< the rights of both classes 
Of members, and the best, remedy 
we can think of now is to have the 
Committee on Business, which is a 
Standing committee of the Society, 
[lass upon all business that is not 
routine ami decide which is proper 

for an alternate meeting and which 

should be referred to the next con- 
vention. 

One of the unexpected things was 
the presence at the meeting of A. 
it. Montgomery, Bcq., VToe Presi- 
dent of the Pennsylvania institution 

for the Deaf and Dumb. He came 
at Ihe request Of Dr. Crouter, and 

mistook the P, s. A. D. meeting 

for that of t.he Alumni Association 

on the following evening. He was 

welcome though, and, after Uev. 

Mr. Dantaer had delivered the chief 

address of welcome, the President 
invited him to speak, and he prov- 
ed, as usual, a friendly and happy 
speaker. Mr. Montgomery, who is 
a banker and prominent citizen of 
Philadelphia, has several times be- 
fore addressed deaf gatherings here, 
and has always shown a warm 
interest iu the deaf. On one oc- 
casion he said he sympathised deep 
ly with Ihe deaf people, because he 
himself lost an arm and had suffer- 
ed many disadvantages in his time. 

One of the things he said at the 
recent meeting was thai, if any 
deaf person should see him on the 

stieet, he should not pass on, but 
stop and speak to him. His sight 
is not very good now, and he 
thought his deaf acquaintances 
could pick him out on the street 
easiet than he could see them. 
This part of bit speech evoked much 
applause from the audience, that 
nearly tilled the large upper room 
of the ftaiish House.
